Told In 1865 Copy 


Of Baltimore Sun 


The framed copy of an ink rendering in ornamental script of | 


“The Lord’s Prayer,” displayed in a Dallas, Texas, second-hand 
window 15 years ago caught the attention of a young married 


couple as they strolled past. 


They purchased the framed ‘spiritual message and placed 


it in their home. 


Outside of the name of the 
artist, Belvin FE. Brown, and his 
notation that the rendering ‘‘was 
a labor of six years,’’ they had 
no knowledge of the history of 
the framed prayer. : 

The couple, during the next 
15 years, moved many times and 
three years ago to Upland. 

The framed prayer still hangs 
in the home of Mr: and Mrs. 
K. T. Nicholson, 758 Winn drive, 
but since last week it has taken 
on added importance. oe 
‘“We often threatened to throw 
it away but for some reason we 
always packed it when we 
moved,’’ Mrs, Nicholson said. 
> Last week, when Mrs. Nichol- 
on removed the back from the 
frame, intending to clean the 
glass, she discovered a _ brittle, 
vellowed section of the Baltimore 
Sun, dated May 16, 1865. 

The part of the old newspaper, 
x0 many years preserved in the 
‘rame, consists’ of the front page, 
yage two and about-half of pages 
‘hree and four. 

Printed in small type with only 
1 few displav lines, the news: 
Yaper is difffeult to read.

“If there are no major set- 
backs, the proposed plan for off-

Mr. Busch expects to recom- 
mend to the council. tonight the 
employment of a special legal 
firm for handling the specialized 
process of forming the assess- 
ment district. 

“T realize there is some ‘oppo- 
sition among the downtown pro- 
perty owners but it is very ap- 
parent there is by far a_ suffi- 
cient number of signatures and 
property represented to justify 
going ahead with the proceed- 
ings,’’ Mr. Busch declared. On 
file in the city hall today are two

Tt will be a long legal procedure to bring the district into

Without such a district, surely the Upland 
entral business area will have a clouded future. 

The current delay in the Upland city council proceedings 
ae Permit City Atiorney Henry M. Busch to check over names 
h two petitions—one with legal standing, asking for creation 
the proposed district; the other, an informal document, 
igned by people opposing the district. It so happens, some 
people signed both petitions. And in two cases, people who 
Bigned the so-called legal petition have asked their names be 
pmoved. 

It is fitting, therefore, for the council to have a further 
analysis of the documents to determine the real sentiment be- 
fore an expenditure is authorized for specialized leadership in 

e procedure. Suffice it to say there is good reason for some 
of the same signatures being on both petitions. The reason 
is this: some business property owners chose. to sign the “le- 

gal” petition after having first signed the opposing petition. 
i was just a case of changing their minds after realizing the 
parking district program is sound, fair and good “business 
insurance.” We are sure Mr. Busch will find that sentiment 
among the people who have signed both documents is very 
predominant in favor of the parking district. 

With emphasis, may we repeat, there is certain to be 
much said by those who oppose the parking program. That 
is natural, but it should not deter the procedure unduly. 

We don’t like to buy fire insurance, and all other kinds 
of insurance. And so we talk loudly about the costs and no 
possible chance of getting any returns from the expense. In 
Spite of our talk, we know it is good business to have it. 

Actually, the owners of property in the central business 
district will pay far less to provide parking facilities or “busi- 
mess insurance” for their customers than they must pay for 
fire insurance on buildings and merchandise. 

In the face of the increased population and of the changes 
ahead, it will be almost futile to pay fire insurance—if we 
don't have adequate parking. We.call it good business. 

Simon Eisner, the city’s capable planning consultant, has 
painted in words and diagram a nice picture of the business 
district of the future. That is, it will be a nice future if first 
there is provided adequate parking,

How About The Manpower Plan 
For The Nation’s Defense? 


Consideration will be given by Congress—and by all 
youths and parents—to the manpower proposal of President 
Eisenhower. The plan calls for 100,000 men under 19 years 
of age to take six months of active military training and then 
go into the reserves for nine and a half years. The plan is 
in connection with building up a reserve of 5,000,000 fight- 
ing men in the nation’s long range. defense program. 

The Institute of Student Opinion, an organization which 
concentrates on discovering what teen-agers think about, con- 
ducted a poll in which it was revealed that 66 per cent of the 
teen-agers favored universal military training, 26 per cent 
opposed and eight per cent were undecided. It was also 
revealed in Gallup poll on a 12-month UMT program that 72 
per cent of parents were in favor, 22 per cent against and six 
per cent undecided. 

The nation’s top military experts hold that Universal Mili- 
tary training is the fastest and fairest way to build up our 
military reserves. 

Those charged with the responsibility of the nation’s de- / 
fense must make every effort to prepare for such defense. 
Millions of people are going to be involved in defense—whe- 
ther it is in accordance with President Eisenhower's program 
or some other. Within a few months, decision will be reached.

It Is Time To Do Something 
About Improving The Drivers 


How about changing the attitude of automobile drivers? 

Henry Lucas, long-time resident of this area, thinks that 
can be done. At least, when young people are taught the 
proper way to drive, and are impressed with the full respon- 
sibilities of poor driving, improvement can come in the high- 
way safety record and in highway courtesies. 

Mr. Lucas is working on an idea of having automobile 
driving instruction as a regular program in the public schools. 
The idea is not new, but some definite steps may be taken in 
placing the idea into action. 

Anyone who can learn the few traffic regulations is now 
able to obtain a driver's license. A diploma from a driving 
class may be a requirement in the future. 

At least something shouldbe done to improve the human 
element on the highway. Skilled engineers are producing 
faster and better cars and highways are plannd to accommo- 
date the ultra-modern machines. Mr. Lucas wants to do 
something about the driver.

Active interest in Cali- 
fornia navel oranges continued 
good during the week ending 
Jan. 29 with many of the larger 
chain store organizations actively 
featuring promotions on this sea- 
son’s fine crop. Sunkist Growers’ 
sales increased about 50 cars 
over those of last week, totaling 
more than 700 cars, and prices 
on fruit sold in inter state chan- 
nels were steady at $4.00 a box 
f.o.b.

Drivers Warned 
Of Slow Speeds 
In Left Lane 





Drivers who persist in driving 
in the left hand lane of a. multi- 
lane highway at a speed slower 
than the normal flow of traffic 
are definite traffic hazards says 
the California Highway Patrol. 

“The law covering the above 

is very clear and violators will 
be cited,’’ declared Capt. ©. L. 
Johnson; Jr., CHP commanding 
officer of the Pomona area. ‘‘The 
only exceptions are when you 
are ‘about to make a left turn, 
when overtaking and passing 
another vehicle or when directed 
to do so by signs or authorized 
traffic personnel. 
“Cars and trucks moving slow- 
er than normal traffic flow tend 
to hold back other vehicles and 
create accident-causing traffic 
jams.’’ Last year, throughout the 
state, the Highway Patrol issued 
more than 4,300 citations to 
drivers who failed to keep 
right when traveling slower than 
normal safe speed. 

“Every driver in this area is 
urged to cooperate in our efforts 
to eliminate this type of viola- 
tion’’ Captain Johnson said.

Upland’s downtown business 
district has a bright future and 
its deve!pment can bring to the 
community the same appeal that 
any new suburban business area 
might have, Simon FEismer, city 
planning consultant, said in in- 
formally discussing 4 proposed 
long-range area.
